A novelty in electric lig h ting is be­ 
ing practically tested in a larg e build­ 
ing in New York city . 
Instead of ar­ 
rang ing tla* incandescent lam ps on 
one circuit and feeding them con­ 
tinuously from the sam e source, they 
are arranged on a num ber of separ­ 
ate circuits, say four, and the current 
is alternately sw itched from one to 
the other in reg ular succession, the 
idea being that the current, having 
heated each 
successive circuit of 
lam ps to incandescence, will be re­ 
turned ag ain to that series U 'fore the 
lam p filam ents have tim e to cool. 
The m eans by w hich this is accom ­ 
plished is the em ploy m ent of a spin dal 
interrupter or rotary cy linder, on 
which tin» seg m ents are so arranged 
that a sy stem of brushes, w ith which 
they make contact, carries the cur 
rent alternately to each series of 
lumps. 
The periodicity of tlie» cur 
rent m this device is about 7u ¡mu*sec­ 
ond, 
N otw ithstanding the loss of 
energ y in the interrupting m edian 
ism, t lie inventor claim s that betw ivn 
two and three tim es as m any lam ps 
can Ih.* operated from a g iven source 
ot energ y by his sy stem as by any 
other sy stem now in use. -N e w York 
Letter.
